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Millions In State and Federal 


Funds Await Desert County 


Never ha* there been a time when 
It wa* more Important to the people of 
a given area to have well organized and 
efficiently 
functioning local govern­ 
ment at the City and County level*. 
Strangely enough thl* 1» due to the 
Increasing number of State and Feder­ 
al subvention* In which Cities and 
Counties xhare In the allocations and 
redistribution of tax funds and benefits 
to 
the 
people 
through these local 
branches of government. 
This is particularly true In California 
where the State government Is almost 
entirely dependent upon City and Coun­ 
ty cooperation In the administrative 
handling of the many funds which have 
been created and designed for disburse­ 
ment by these agencies. 
Altogether there are now more than 
40 such services, agencies, grants and 
tax refunding functions performed by 
the average California County as the 
supervising 
and 
administrative unit 
representing the people of Its confine*. 
Three of the most outstanding ex­ 
amples. return of gas tax monies for 
local road Improvement, return of State 
sales tax fund* to school* and other 
local usages, and return of Federal In­ 
come tax funds for social security and 
welfare purposes, are well known to 
most people. 
There are several dozen 
other less sizeable yet highly Important 
similar funds dependent upon City and 
County distribution at the local level. 
How predominantly Important thl* 
phase of local government ha* become 
can readily be seen In a glance at the 
1 current annual budget for Riverside 
County. With a total outlay slightly In 
excess of $30,000,000 only about one- 
third or less than $10,000.000 Is derived 
from taxes on real and personal proper­ 
ty In the County. 
Slightly more than 
two-thirds or approximately $20,000,000 
Is provided through State and Federal 


subvention* plus other miscellaneous 
district revenue*. 
In the case of Riverside County It Is 
also significant to not* that nearly half 
of the annual budget or between $12,­ 
000,000 to $15,000,000 per year 1* In the 
allocations for disbursement of welfare, 
health, unemployment, social security, 
pensions and other generally related 
local fund benefits and appropriations 
stemming from out-of-county collection 
and return sources. 
Handling of all of these matters ef­ 
fectively, efficiently and with maximum 
and equal benefits to all residents In pre­ 
dicated upon the existence of a well bal­ 
anced County government. 
Unfortunately, that Is something we 
do not have in Riverside County with 
nearly one half of th* assessed valua­ 
tion, one-third of th* population and 
two thirds of th* area contained in our 
one desert supervisorial district so re­ 
motely distant from th* seat of County 
government 
Again It becomes clearly apparent 
that the only certain way to end exist­ 
ing inequalities and administer such 
funds to the maximum benefit and sat­ 
isfaction of the people in this fast 
growing region at th* local level would 
be the formation of our own Desert 
County. There Is no other adequate or 
practical solution. 
The direct local receipt, management, 
allocation and disbursement of these 
millions of dollars annually Is one of 
the most compelling necessities for the 
formation of Desert County. 
The thousands of residents and tax­ 
payers of the Desert Empire have not 
one thing to lose and many Important 
benefits to gain by th* creation of their 
own local county government 
May the new year of 1959 see unani­ 
mous support and steady progress made 
toward final achievement of this vita! 
and worthy goal.

Chaplin Squares Account 
With Uncle Sam on Taxes 


WASHINGTON — (ITT — M ode 
star Charles Chaplin was square 
with Uncle Sam today after five 
> ears of legaJ wrangling over in­ 
come taxes with the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service. 
Chaplin paid $425,000 in settle­ 
m ent of government claim s add­ 
ing up to about $700.000, including 
back interest. The paym ent was 
delivered to the Los Angeles IRS 
office Monday by Chaplin's attor­ 
ney. 


REVENUE SERVICE 
officials 
adm itted they were puzzled over 
Chaplin’s compromise of the cele­ 
brated tax case. They 
said the 
form er baggy-pants comedian had 
taker all his assets out 
of the 
country after moving to Europe in 
late 1952. 
The government claim ed Chap­ 
lin owed $486.950 in personal in­ 
come taxes for 1953. The Celebrat 
ed Film s Corporation, 
which he 
owned, also was in debt to the 
tax collector for $55.678 over a 


three-year period. Interest at 6 per 
cent brought 
the U.S. claim to 
about $700,000. 


THE TAX CASE against the 69- 
year-old actor had been slated for 
a hearing in federal court in Los 
Angeles next week. 
Chaptín, who now lives In Swit­ 
zerland, r e f u s e d to pay the 
amounts sought by tlie govern­ 
ment. He contended that he was 
no longer 
subject to American 
taxes after he left the U n i t e d 
States. 
“ Uncle Sam feels pretty good 
about the settlem ent,’’ one govern­ 
ment source said. Court costs in­ 
volved in a legal fight would Itave 
pushed up the bill for collecting 
the full amount, the source point­ 
ed out. 


THE TAX SETTLEMENT had 
no bearing on 
the immigration 
status of Chaplin, a British sub­ 
ject who never sought U.S. citi­ 
zenship during his 42-year Holly­ 
wood career.
